b. It is noted that "the participating departments 
agencies shall afford to such staff as the Chairman specifically 
designates, full access to whatever information they may require 

I to carry out their assigned duties." Concievably, this could 
conflict with Section 7 of Public Law 110, which directs 
11 that the Director of Central Intelligence shall be responsible 
for protecting intelligence sources and methods from un— 
authorized disclosure, etc." It is recommended that the 
proposed draft be modified so as to avoid any possible conflict 
on this point® 
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
